Agreement near for issuance of M & H permit 


An agreement appears near in the request of 
M & H Investments for the issuance of a grading 
permit that will allow the applicant to commence 
grading activities of a 11.4 parcel in Sierra Mad- 
re’s Hillside Management Zone. 

At the Sierra Madre City Council’s meeting 
Tuesday evening, a Public Hearing was ' ,.d on 
proposed Resolution 94-47 which, if and when a- 
dopted, will approve issuance of the requested 
grading permit. 

The proposed resolution considered Tuesday 
evening set forth 14 conditions to be complied 
with for the issuance of the grading permit. 

Just prior to the Council meeting, correspond¬ 
ence from the attorneys representing the applicant 


Council to raise water rates 
to cover necessary loans 


At its meeting Tuesday evening, the City 
Council adopted a resolution to authorize and rat¬ 
ify borrowing the principal fund of $486,720 from 
Sanwa Bank Sierra Madre to pay off the water de¬ 
partment loan from the CRA to the city due June 
30, 1994. 

. This amount grows by approximately $23,000, 
taking into consideration 1 to 1 percent interest 
over prime (which was 7V4 percent Monday), over 
12 months. The loan will be due one year later, 
on June 30, 1995. There is no pre-payment penal¬ 
ty in case the city is able to pay off the loan 
sooner. 

As soon as Sanwa Bank is paid, water rates 
would be decreased to the current water recover— 
about $1.39 per unit—plus the 21-cent surcharge 
for the bi-monthly water bills. 

In the sewer department the investment of sur¬ 
plus funds in the water department will generate 
an additional 5 percent interest over what it would 


have earned in the Local Agency Investment Fund 
(LAIF). 

Many sewer projects will be delayed because 
of insufficient cash. 

City Administrator Sean Joyce pointed out that 
"the benefit Of one city fund investing in another 
city fund is that any interest that is earned stays 
within the city'and is not paid to an outside firm 
or lending institution." 

At the same time, the council voted to raise 
water rates for each water user in Sierra Madre to 
about $389.60, including interest over the next 
five years. This amount will cover $797,566 
which is the rest of the $1.3 deficit that was 
announced during the audit for fiscal year 1992- 
93..^(Unpaid return on the 5 percent interest rate 
for the first year is $39,878, which brings the 
water department’s current obligation to 
$837,444, repayable over five years.)

Add in other ex-penses 
such as art work and printing for T-shirts ($4000- 
plus), postage, ribbons, signage and other costs, 
and it begins to add up. 

The Fourth bf July Conunittee pays for all of 
this with income from the sale of Fourth of July 
T-shirts, our 50/50 fund-raiser drawing, and con¬ 
cession sales in Memorial Park during the event. 
This is our sole means of support! This and only 
this is what pays for the Fourth of July Celebra¬ 
tion in Sierra Madre. Not the city. Not the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce.

Recycling Center

Over 23 years ago, a, few environmentally 
conscious people (including present SMEAC 
members Midge Morash, Albert Metzger, Fred 
Wesley, Barbara Godley, and Howard Wagner) 
started what was to become the Sierra Madre 
Environmental Action Council (SMEAC). 

In the summer of 1971, one of the first 
programs started was recycling—long before it 
became the "in" thing or mandated. The first 
permanent Recycling Center was in the old stables 
where the Rose Float Building now stands. While 
the Rose Float Building was being built and the 
new site was being prepared for the Recycling 
Center, SMEAC recycled from a van donated by 
Dave Duran. With the approval by Parks and Re¬ 
creation, the present site was prepared by the city. 
Western Waste donated a newspaper van, the old 
Little League Snack Bar became the aluminum 
shed, and Roy Estoppey and his helpers covered 
and enclosed it all. Michael Sizer helped on the 
electricity, and a sign was made by Clem Bartolai. 
Many hours of work, painting, sign-making, and 
landscaping were done by SMEAC members. 

All was completed in time for the Great 
California Resource Rally in 1983. We won first 
place for Nonprofit Drop-off Centers in glass, 
aluminum and newspapers. (The plaques hang in 
City Hall in the Conference Room.) We also re¬ 
ceived a plaque for Outstanding Community Con-, 
tributions. 

The primary goal of the Center has been to 
benefit the environment, but a big plus has been 
the monetary rewards gained by the Sierra Madre 
youth and civic groups who have worked the Cen¬ 
ter. Over 30 different groups have had turns, in¬ 
cluding Boy/Girl/Cub Scouts, Kiwanis, OES, 
Job’s Daughters, Soccer Team, Little League, 
Softball League, Swim Team, Nursery School, Si¬ 
erra Madre School, Maranatha, PHS Pep Squad, 
Historical Society, Home Owners Assoc., Fire 
Dept., Police Dept., Garden Club, Skilled Nurs-

was delivered to Council members setting forth 
the applicant’s position with regard to several of 
the proposed conditions. 

A review of each of the conditions sometimes 
caused lengthy discussions between the Council 
and the applicant’s representative. In the end, 
agreement appeared to be reached regarding each 
of the conditions; however, for the actual revised 
proposals to be reduced to writing, the Public 
Hearing was continued to the Council’s next 
regular meeting, July 12. 


Causing the most concern to the applicant’s 
representatives were proposed conditions (i) re¬ 
quiring a return of the site to its "natural" state 
within 2 years of the issuance of the requested 
grading permit in the event the planned subdivis.- 
ion was abandoned after grading had started; (ii) 
the repavement of any streets where water mains 
are installed to serve the "domestic and fire sup¬ 
pression needs" of the site; and (iii) plans for the 
construction of a storm drain and debris basin be

Driving costs in

Whether budgeting for vacation or bus¬ 
iness travel, driving costs in Southern 
California are higher than for the rest of 
the nation, according to research by Auto¬ 
mobile Club of Southern California. 

Southern Californians can expect to 
pay 9.7 cents per mile for gasoline, oil, 
maintenance and tires, and $5157 per year 
(or $14.13 per day) for insurance, license, 
registration, taxes, depreciation and fi¬ 
nance charges. With a combination of 
these costs, a motorist driving 15,000 
miles per year will pay 44.1 cents per 
mile while the national average is only 9,1 
cents per mile and $4551 per year or 
$12.47 per day. 

Triple A offers a pamphlet, "Your 
Driving Costs in Southern California," to 
help Southlanders estimate their driving 
costs based on regional data. Also avail¬ 
able is "Your Driving Costs," another 
AAA brochbre. These publications use 
data based on owning and operating ex¬ 
penses of the Ford Escort LX, the Ford 
Taurus GL and the Chevrolet Caprice 
Classic. Annual mileage of 10,000, 
15,000 and 20,000 is calculated in the 
total cost per mile.

Libraries in history 
...continued from a previous issue 

In Greece, Athens may have had a read¬ 
ing public, and a library to serve it, as early 
as 560 B.C. The tyrant, Pisistratus, was a 
dedicated collector (read: thief) of manu¬ 
scripts, and soon needed a place to store his 
loot. It was in Greece that the idea of a li¬ 
brary as a collection of books for reading and 


study really originated. During the lifetime ot 
Aristotle (c. 384-322 B.C.), the Greek world 
pa.s.sed from an oral to a written culture. 
Academies were founded and funding drives 
were started to provide their libraries with 
books. The drives were not quite the same as 
the library fund-rai.sers of today. "A hundred 
drachmas and we do not break your legs," 
was a typical reque.st for funds, as was "50 
drachmas in a brown parchment bag, or your 
little friend the sheep returns to the hillside." 
It was in this manner, historians believe, that 
Aristotle amassed one of the largest private li¬ 
braries in antiquity. That sly old Stagirite had 
several hundred volumes in his possession, 
curiously including not a few once owned by 
his teacher, Plato.

Susan Scranton, who 
has been a lifetime 
member of the Episco¬ 
pal Church of the 
Transfiguration in Ar¬ 
cadia, was ordained a 
deacon on Saturday, 
June 11, at the church, 
by the Rt.

Summer is a great 
time of the year. In the 
eyes of a child, it means 
vacation, non-stop play¬ 
ing, swimming, and 
most importantly, no 
school. With the onset 
of warm weather comes 
the dangers of water 
sport activities, namely 
. drowning. Every year 
hundreds of drowning 
deaths occur around the 
country. Many of these 
deaths can be prevented 
by using the Heimlich 
Maneuver. 

The American Red 
Cross (ARC) has taught 
mouth-to-mouth as 
treatment for drowning 
for 30 years, even 
though there has never 
been a single scientific 


study to prove that 
blowing air into the 
mouth of near-drowning 
victims without first 
removing water from 
the airway increases 
survival. 

A 10-year study of 
pediatric drownings in 
Seattle’s public swim¬ 
ming pools has shown 
that blowing air into the 
mouth of drowning vic¬ 
tims causes death. 
There, almost half of 
the children rescued by 
lifeguards die because 
they are trained to use 
mouth-to-mouth instead 
of the Heimlich Maneu¬ 
ver. 

Don’t expect the ARC 
to abandon mouth-to- 
mouth treatment for 
drowning anytime soon. 
For 12 years after the 
Heimlich Maneuver for 
choking was introduced 
in 1974, the ARC con¬ 
tinued to teach the pub¬ 
lic to slap the choking 
victim on the back, until 
1985, when the former 
Surgeon General C. Ev¬ 


erett Koop described 
backslaps as "lethal" 
and recommended that 
only the Heimlich Man¬ 
euver be used to save 
choking victims. 

When the Heimlich 
Maneuver is performed 
on a drowning person, 
water blix;king the air¬ 
way gushes out, allow¬ 
ing air to enter the 
lungs. According to 
numerous reports from 
first aid experts, the 
person begins to breathe 
almost immediately, and 
in most cases, recovers 
fully. 

You perform the 
Heimlich Maneuver for 
drowning the same way 
as for choking. If the 
victim is in shallow 
water, the Maneuver 
can be done standing in 
the water, since the 
buoyancy of water 
lightens the victim's 
weight. Stand behind 
the victim and wrap 
your arms around their 
waist. Make a fist and 
place the thumb side of

In 1949, they built the school building behind 
their home, and in 1947, Charlie built the swim¬ 
ming pool. 

Marjorie doesn’t teach full-time now except 
for the summer swimming classes. "Now it’s my 
responsibility if there’s a problem. Like today, 
when a doll was flung through the playhouse win¬ 
dow and, of course, the window broke. I get to go 
downtown and make arrangements to replace the 
window," she laughed, her bright blue eyes smil¬ 
ing, too. "Oh, and I get hugs five or six times a 
day from the children." 

Tommy Sanchez came to her in 1944, and 
some relative of his has been here continually 
until this year. "1 now have a daughter of a father 
who attended here. I have had two families with 
all four of their children attending here, the 
Harold Thompson and Phillip Holman families." 

When she started her school there were no 
laws, licenses, inspectors. "My state inspector said 
that my file is four inches thick. New inspectors 
think that it’s that thick because of violations (of 
course, that is not true). I have scrapbooks for 
every year since 1970. 1 was too busy before that 
to take pictures," the same bright blue smile. 

Marjorie has had many exciting and some sad 
moments during her 50 years of her school. It was 
with great sadness that she lost Charlie to cancer 
in September, 1984. 

"Every time I decided to give up the school, 
something would happen to keep me at it a little 
longer. I guess that’s G(xl’s way of keeping me 
where 1 belong, so 1 acquiesce and will stay on 
the job for as long as I am able."

Her second job was in Sierra Madre, 
caring for a new baby and his two sisters, 4 and 
5 years old. 

"I was living with this family when 1 an- 
mxinced my engagement to Charlie." 

December 7, 1941 arrived, and after Pearl 
Harbor was bombed by the Japanese, lives were 
changed forever. "We all began to settle into a 
riHitine of life in a country at war...Gasoline, 
soap, sugar, meat, shoes, coffee ahd tea were a 
few of the items we had taken for granted that 
soon became rationed.. .Having been a depression 
child and a young wife during the war. I’m sure 
it had a great deal to do in forming my ability to 
adjust to and manage with whatever happened to 
me...We were very much in love, and had a great 
family. 

"Then January, 1943 arrived, and so did the 
polio epidemic that changed our way of life for¬ 
ever, and became the circumstances that would 
lead to the founding of Mama Pete’s Nursery 
School and day care center." 

In 1943, Charlie became ill with what they 
thought was flu until they realized his right side 
was paralyzed. The doctor told Marjorie that 
Charlie had polio. Polio! The plague of the ’40s. 
Charlie was sent to the contagious ward in the Los 
Angeles County Hospital for two months, and he

Tensie Benson, Grand Michael Sizer 

Marshal, leads 1994 Parade to join in the parade 
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Tensie Del Rey Benson, a native Californian 
and Sierra Madre resident since 1958, was chosen 
as Fourth of July Parade grand marshal, according 
to Doug Hayes, chairman of the Fourth of July 
Committee. 

Benson’s first reaction was, "Why me? 1 am 
very shocked, but very honored. This is a very 
emotional time. It seems to natural for me to be 
involved in the city of Sierra Madre, this won¬ 
derful town." 

This Pasadena native has been the ultimate in 
volunteerism, beginning with joining the Rose 
Float Association 26 years ago and being one of 
the founders of the Friends of the Library Art 
Fair. She has been a volunteer with the American 
Cancer Society for six years as part of the "Reach 
to Recovery" program. 

The grand marshal was born the only female 
with seven brothers, five of whom survive. She 
went through the Pasadena school system and 
graduated from John Muir Junior College as an 
art history major. 

Her first job was with an engineering com¬ 
pany in Pasadena as a technical illustrator. She 
stayed with them for five-and-a-half years. She 
and her husband, Don, were married in 1956, and 
they moved to Sierra Madre in 1958. They have 
two children: Cynthia and Eric, both who live in 
Sierra Madre. 

After Benson joined the Rose Float Associa¬ 
tion, she became assistant floral director for two 
years and floral director for five years. She was 
president of the Rose Float Association for a year, 
in 1992, and she and her daughter, Cynthia, de¬ 
signed the Rose Float in 1985. 

Moving backward in time, Benson was on the 
interior design committee for the new city hall, 
which was completed in 1977. She remembers of 
being co-chair of the Air Fair for at least two 
times, and has been on the exhibits committee for 
as well as chair of that committee. 


When Michael Sizer was selected as "Citizen 
of the Year. 1993," it was a reflection of the 
village of Sierra Madre. 

Sizer has been known for years for his volun¬ 
teerism. Who benefitted? Senior Citizens on fixed 
income. Gooden School. Parks and Recreation 
Department, Kersting Court, and various ir^er- 
chants in Sierra Madre who have a difficult time 
paying an electrician. 

Sizer comes at the drop of a bulb, so to speak. 
Anyone needing help with an electr ical problem 
can count on his appearance shortly after the call 
is put through. 

Gooden School thanks him for the playground 
equipment. Parks and Recreation is glad for his 
upkeep of the city’s tennis courts. Kerstir^g Court 
is brighter because of the improved lighting which 
is directly attributable by Michael Sizer. The band 
shell light installation would not have been com¬ 
pleted without his help. The Ro.se Float Associa¬ 
tion lauds him for his light iri.stallation and electri¬ 
cal work in their float buildine. The Fire and Pol¬ 


ice Departments, the library...all know they can 
depend upon him for assistance.

The Citizen of the Year competition is spon¬ 
sored by Sierra Madre Chamber of Commerce 
and there is traditionally a party mid-January to 
fete the "citizen." The whole town turned out for 
Michael this year.

Benson reminisced about the founding of the 
Air Fair. She was one of those members of the Si¬ 
erra Madre Library in 1%1 who decided to start 
and fair, and the first meeting of the group was 
held at Edie Dane’s home in Sierra Madre. In 
1962, the first fair was held, and any Sierra Mad- 
rean could enter. However, those who lived out¬ 
side of Sierra Madre were included by invitation 
only, she remembers. There were 80 to 100 con¬ 
tributors that year.

Illegal alien felons 
should be returned to 
jails in their native 
countries," Mountjoy 
(R-Arcadia) stated. 

Mountjoy’s resolu¬ 
tion, which was intro¬ 
duced in 1993, asks the 
President and Congress

agreement with coun¬ 
tries with whom the 
United States has en¬ 
tered into trade agree¬ 
ments or given foreign 
aid, to require illegal 
aliens convicted of 
felonies in the United 
States to serve their full 
prison sentences in their 
native countries. 

"We need to spend 
-jj^ecious tax dollars to 
meet the needs of legal 
Californians. Support¬ 
ing illegal aliens, espec¬ 
ially those who have 
been convicted of crim¬ 
es, is wrong and must 
stop," Mountjoy stres¬ 
sed. 

Californians will 
spend $375 million in 
1994-95 to support an 
estimated 18,000 illegal 
alien felons in Califor¬ 
nia jails. 

In March of 1994, 
there were an estimated 
120,000 prisoners in 
California prisons, near¬ 
ly double the system’s 
design capacity. It is 
estimated that there will 
be 141,000 inmates in 
our jails by 1997-98. 

Recently, Senator Di¬ 
anne Feinstein has add¬ 
ed her voice to the 
number of those calling 
for illegal aliens to he 
jailed in their native 
countries.

At what ago can 1 begin to take my dog out for runs 
with me when I go jogging? 

All dogs need exercise in order to help stay liealthy. T lie 
medium to large breed dogs (eg. Beagles or Terrier size 
up to Liihradors, .Shepherds, etc.) are built to witlistand 
continuous running when jogging distances. Generally, 
smaller breeds (Dachshunds, Yorkshires, etc ) and certain 
medium siz.e breeds (Bassets, Bulldogs, Pugs, etc.) are 
simply not built to run continuous long-ilistances. In 
general, most animals should not go on long routine 
daily "pavetuent pounding" runs until they have 
reached their mature height. Most medium to large dogs 
(not giant breeds) skeletally mature around 12 liionths 
of age. Continuous trauma to joints that iKcurs.while on 
a long run can damage iipmature joint surfaces, or 
precipitate ixrtential orthopedic growth problems into a 
lameness situation. Young growing dogs would iK-netit 
most by letting them run in a grassy area on their own 
initiative. .Save the long distance runs until your dog has 
reached full height, and begin gradually and work slowly 
Into longer distances.
